CHAIRMAN FORDNEY BOWS. 


Chairman Fordney of the Ways &nd Means Com- 
mittee bowed his acknowledgment of the thrilling 
demonstration of the Republicans of the House in 
response to his bombastic cry that the new tariff 
bill, of which he ts chief sponsor, would bring greater 
prosperity to the country than it now enjoys. 

Mr. Fordney’'s protectionist friends are welcome to 
applaud his claim. But what of the prosperity? 
High prices of manufactured articles, high taxes and 
unemployment are the economic curses of the country 
today. The Fordney bill will relieve high prices by 
making them higher. The House majority acknowl- | 
edged this when it voted to keep oil, hides, cotton ' 
and asphalt on the free list. It felt confidence in 
facing its constituency on the grand old nineteenth- 
century policy of protection. It retreated where ruth- 
lessness might have incited public wrath. 

As meeting the need of reduced taxes it is claimed | 
e bill that it will produce a revenue of $500,-' 
To make such a claim good the Republicans | 
will have to reduce taxes by-exactly that amount. There 
is no sign of their doing it. AS a matter of fact, the 
half-billion estimated revenue is a pure speculation. 
A clause in the bill requires American valuation of 
goods as a basis for ad valorem duties 
This means that import duties will progressively 
themselves by first raising home prices and, 
in turn, raising duties until all importation under this 
prohibitive, and revenues, the reve- 
nues which were to reduce our direct taxes, disappear. 

There can be no tariff revenue, and hence no reduc- | 
tion in taxes, without volume of business. But what.

Victor Miller, President of the Board of Police Com- | 
missioners, told the Lions’ Club of East St. Louis that

We ask these kindergarten questions because the 
theory put into practice by Mr. Miller as head of the 
Police Board is foreign to American constitutional 
rights and American law. It is a maxim of law that 
an accused person is held to be innocent unti) he is 
proven guilty. The function of the police under law is 
to prevent the commission of crime, to arrest persons 
committing crimes or accused by warrant of crime, 
with as much force as may be necessary to accomplish 
their arrest in safety—no more. This, with the sub- 
mission of evidence of guilt in court, is the whole legal 
function of the police in dealing with accused persons 
and with crime. 

Under the law courts and juries alone have the func- 
tion and authority to determine guilt or innocence and 
to assess punishment for the guilty; never, in any 
case, beatings. Personal beating or torture of any 
kind is not within the pale of American law, nor 
anywhere now outside of the few despotisms left 
on earth. 

Under Mr. Miller's rule the police are the accusers 
and the judges, the prosecutors and the furies and 
the executioners. With the power to accuse and ar- 
rest they assume the power to determine guilt and 
to punish. 

Beating of prisoners is not permitted in the peni- 
tentiary where criminality is established, but, accord- 
ing to Mr. Miller, the police are authorized to beat up 
their prisoners, with the approval of the Police Com- 
missioners. The fake whipping post in the holdover 
to terrorize the prisoners under arrest is supplemented 
with the actual beating up of those whom the police 
think need a beating.

Keep the Alicys Clean. 


HE Health Department regards 
the alleys as the plague spots of 
our city. The truth of the as. 
scrtion of the naturalist that ‘Man 
is the only animal who deliberately 
destroys himself by habits, entirely 
under his control’ ig well exempl! 
fied by the baneful uses to whie} 
many of our citizens put the city al 
eys. 
In the economic arrangement of a 
ity the alleys are laid out and dedi- 
eated primarily for a mode of com 
munication between houses in thei: 
respective city blocks; to facilitat 
traffic by giving access to the fron! 
and rear of dwellings ard business 
houses; to be places tn which ou 
city sewers can be located and most 
economically constructed: and in ad 
dition the alley is the space calcu 
lated to give additional air and asun- 
light, nature's greatest disinfectants. 


the proper supply of which is a sure’ 


factor in conducing to the health of 
the people ina city. 

But the untidy and shiftiess citi- 
zen, after our alleys have been prop- 
erly cleaned, begins anew his work 
of dumping anything and everything 
from his premises that he wants to 
get rid of-—ashes, manure, sweep- 
Ings from the home and store. offal 
rubbish, garbage, even old bedding 
and old clothes. These materials are 
scattered over the atley, crushed by 
passing wagons and tn the summer 
months the heat, acting on the 
erushed mass, breeds flies, disease 

nd pestilence; and when the alleys 
has a badly worn and defective sur- 
face this fetid material becomes a 
most dangerous nuisance. 


If there this danger originating | 


from the paved alleys, what must be 
the condition of the unpaved alleys? 
Of cov rse they are worse, very much 
worse. The objectionable substances 
above enumerated are dumped on 


the unpaved alley with much less | 


restraint and the bulk of this filth 
is ground into the dirt where it re- 
mains to breed disease. 


Educate your neighbors by keep- | 


ing your alley clean. Show them 
that they are the obstacles to the 
good sanitary condition of our city 
and that they fail in their civic duty 
by assuming that no responsibility 
rests upon them as citizens to help 
enforce reasonable laws of sanita- 
tion and cleanliness. And when they 
scatter filth on our public allevs let 
them know that they are helping to 


| poison the air for thernselves as wel! 


as for their neighbor to breathe: 
and all because the practice of such 
slothful and careless habits blinds 
them to the Importance of cleanli 
ness in protecting thelr own health 
and the general public good. Many 
a pestilence and epidemic have 
sprung these plague spots on ovr al- 
leys, all due to the lazy, indolent 
habits of some of our people

('SHROOMS and some other 
fungous growths are highly 
prized as articles of food by 
many people. The nutritive value 
mushrooms is low, but they may be 
prepared in various ways which ren- 
der them delicious More people 
doubtles would seek wild mush 
rooms and other fulgi if they were 
sufficientiv informed to distinguish 
between the edible and the deadly 
poisonous growths Some very ef 
ratic and dangerous ideas concerning 
ways of telling the edible from the 
poisonous growths are altogether too 
commonly belleved Mushrooms are 
frequently thought of as edible and 
toadstools as poisonous. AS a matter 
of fact. the United States Department 
of Agriculture states. the words 
‘mushroom and ‘oadstool are 
A 


ised indiscriminately and do not in- 


dicate whether the plants are edible 
or poisonous 
Silver Coin Test Is Valuless. 

A test for poisonous mushrooms 
often recommended is based on the 
belief that if a silver coin placed fn 
the utensil in which mushrooms are 
cooked tarnishes, the mushrooms are 
poisonous Absolutely no reliance 
can be placed on this test, as both 
poisonous and edible kinds may turn 
silver dark. Equally baseless is th: 
belief that a mushroom is snown to 
be edible if the skin can be peeled 
from the cap readily, because peeling 


is possible with many polsonous spe
